The length of tho Post ofiSce pneu- 
matic or air tubes for telegrams ij 
London is nearly eighteen miles.

The Indian Arbitration. 

Despite the uuaettled and unsatis- 
factory state of our relations with the 
Central Government it is a sourco of 
gratification to the Provinco that the 
Indian imbroglio is now iu a fair way 
towards adjustment on an equable 
basis.

. of'iotment iof-'eigbty jAoredTof land to 
eaob'^Wad'of a family of five persons. 

Bpme^ correspondence on the subject 
'''aA'^^e^rtie'nt ■t^as made for the allot- 
ment of 20 acres to each head of a 
family ;of five west of the Cascades 
and 40 acres to each head of a family 
of five east of the Cascades. A com- 
pany of surveyors was sent in to the 
field an'd'pi^oCKaM^to make the allot- 
ments, Trben the Local Government 
interposed with the objection that 
"present reserves" must remain un- 
disturbed; that is, that the tentative 
reserves marked out by Sir Ja ues 
Douglas must not \)6 enlarged, and 
that only in the case of tribes to whom 

■ 'nW "'allotment had been made prior 
to Confederation could the 20-40 
acreage basis be applied. The Su- 
perintendent of Indian Affairs rep- 
resented that the area , of "present 
reserves" was scarcely five acres to 

>eaob. family. Sir James Douglas sent 
a communication to the Local Govern- 
ment in which he detailed the circum- 
stances under which the rcscrve.s wero 
made and stated that the allotments 
made by him were temporary, aiid al- 
together inadequate. The surveyorH

of allotment suspended — the acting 
Premier (Mr. Walkoui being iu Eng- 
land) declining to recede from bis posi- 
tion His conduct almost precipitated 
an Indian war in tbe interior;, ' where 
the tribes had been serious sutferfus 
from tho encroacbmonts of the hold- 
ers of pastoral leusua. Tho corron-

No basis of 
acreage is fixed for the Indians as a 
whole, but each nation of Indians of 
the same language will be dealt with 
separately.

. ..pursued in the allotments, and any ex- 
"tra land required for any reserve will 
be allo{tl'drft'3iii'the Grown Lands, and 
any land taken off a reserve will rovort

We have already announced the ap- 
pointment of CoiumisMionerB by the 
respective Governments, and so soon 
-^ils'the tbird Commissioner or umpiro 
cball have been agreed upon tho 
Commission will begin its sittingH. 
The sooner the better. Public socuri 
ty and justice demand that a Hottlo- 
ment of the Indian land question 
should not longer be delayed. Tho 
season is already well spent, and it is 
desirable that the work of tho commia- 
■ion should be commenced at once.

That tojEf petjition 
bears the true -.imEresS; 'of^.p^ 
thought the characte^vpf t^i©,^g|aiturs|^ 
fully asserts; and a .depjgpr ^t^oT^ledge 
of tW general s)&^eni>'but inpjfe 
fully substantiates. Tet the prayer of 
the petition passes unheeded, and the 
offending motto is still paraded aloft! 
As far^^as we know not even a reply to 
the petitibnerB has been '^boobrded; 
The Decoration Committee have, with"* 
the aid of tho public purso, worked 
hard and in nearly every case well; 
and we cheerfully accord to them duo 
commendation, ■ The success Avhich 
generally has marked their efforts 
does not, however, place them above 
being amenable to tho popular wish; 
the carrying out of which was tbe 
chief end of their olectiou. Happily 
the law and order abiding character of 
the community has withheld tho poo- 
!pl6 on this occasion from making an 
unseemly demonstration and disfigur- 
ing tho beautiful arch on account of 
its being made through the imperious 
conduct of the Decoration Committee, 
continuously offensive. Although 
through marked jniblic forboaranco 
peace has prevailed, it yet might have 
boon our lot to have chronicled a dif- 
ferent tale. In Great Britain the 
"Empress" titie could not figure iu 
any popular celebration,nor could any 
flag or insignia on ■which it was in- 
scribed be publicly tlaunted. Knowing 
this tho Committee are highly repre- 
hensible in using public money to 
bring so discordant an element into so 
happy an event as the welcoming to 
British Columbia of the tepreaentaiave 
of the Queen. The ultimate responsi- 
bility rests upon the Mayor who has 
oflficial jurisdiction in such matters; 
and who is besides through his posi- 
tion and by election Chairman of the 
Reception Committee. 

Blind Yet Sees. 



Our contemporary having completely 
failed to damage tho reception of Lord 
, Dafforin attempts now to malign those 
who led the movement. Ho says that Mr. 
Sproat has been a "blind leader" of the 
'people.; How then doeahe account for 
tbeT^furkable fact that the whole recep- 
tion from Esqnimalt to Governnient 
House was ijroposod in tho first speeoh 
made by Mr. Sprout, and baa been car- 
ried out almost to every detail precisely aa 
proposed? Ordinary roaaonera ■would say 
that this shows cloarsight instead of 
blindness. Tho Standard ia still more 
unfortunate in its second charge, .naiqely'r 
that Mr. Sproat attouiptod to dissuade 
people irom referring to railway grievan- 
ces. This ia simply not true; it is tho 
very opposite of tho truth. What Mr. 
Sproat urged was that on the day of Lord 
Dufferin's reception wo should not make 
any political demonstration. He stated 
with great dialinotness, not only in his 
speech but in repeated letters to the 
newspapers, that it was part of the pro- 
gramme of tho oomniittoo that after the 
day of tbe rccoption it would be proper 
to present Lord DufTcrin with soino stato- 
mant respecting our grievauees, couched 
in suitable and businesslike terms." The 
programme of the Dufforin Committee, in 
fact, wns a reception, an open air enter- 
tainment, anil a grievanco address. The 
reception has boon successful; the open 
air entertainment is being oonsidorod by 
tho committeB, but otbot persons without 
communicating with tho committee havo 
taken up tho question' of the address and 
the committee nro thus reliB^vqd, frpm the 
task of procuring one of ' thloir' own. 
Judging from tho efi'ective and judicious 
way in ■^\'hich their other work has been 
douo, tho committee would probably 
have drawn an address just to Vic- 
torians but less embarraaaiDg to Earl 
DnfTorin, and more in aoeordanoe 
with views on the Mainland. It shre- 
tv is bad policy on the part of the 
Si'indard to mako statomnnta which its 
own columns disprove. We say so much 
in the interust of fair play, and muy add 
two remarks for our contemporary's in- 
I'orniation, namely, that Mr. Sproat never 
wus and is not now editor of this news- 
paper, and that '■tbe ' iEr&$iiVard'« idea is 
perfectly absurd that Lord Dufferin who 
knows every telegram, and note and State 
piiju'r connected with tho railwivy quoH- 
tion, arrived in tlie Province with a bJiiuk 
mind on tho fiubjoct. This is ooe of tbe 
fine jokes with which onr contemporary 
loves to delight ns. Lord Dufferin knows 
more abont the whole "railway question" 
than all the politicians in this place -pxit 
together. If Hia Lordship is hero on 
V. Stuto mission ut all, he wants to hoar 
business, not vapouring nnd menuco 
from the inhabitants of any particular 
city, affording a contrast to tho temper- 
ate and able, statements ol their ease 
made hitherto by tbe Legislatnre of the 
Pro'vince,

EniTOB Colonist:— Sir, — It was to bo 
expected that tlio Standard newsjiaper, 
which has tried from first to last, to s]>oil 
tho people's recoptiiin of Lord DuU'orin, 
should now eiuluavour t<i niako some po- 
lili(;al capital for itself out of the littlfl in- 
cident in Fort street. That the incident 
was unfortunate, no one will deny. It 
was tho only shadow across the sunshine 
of the "magnideont welcome" which Vie- 
teriii and Efuiiiimalt gave to the Queen's 
roprosentativo. That tho incident was in 
some degree excusable, everyone acquaint- 
ed with the state of opinion and feeling 
in Victoria will be prepared to admit. 
Those who shared in it were not nnmer- 
ouH. Tho procession was a largo ono, and 
I countod 21 men (not all British sub- 
jects) who left tho ranks t<; g(i under the 
arch and afttirwards to rejoin tho iirocos- 
sion. Tho Standard endeavours to create, 
out of this slight departure from tho or- 
der of march, a question of loyalty and 
disloyalty. 'I'iiis is a mistake. The Brit- 
ish subjects who temporarily left tho pro- 
cession are probably as loyal as any of 
their follow-Hubjects in tho J'rovinco. It 
is unfair to attempt to discredit worthy 
citizens in tho oyes of tho Governor-Gen- 
eral and tho public. Loyalty aud disloy- 
olty do not enter into tiio question. It 
was at tbo most, so far as tho public! wore 
nonccrni^d, u iinestion of propriety and 
imprdpriety on a pai ticular oc<!asion, and 
unib.T xinrticnlar cironniHtances. Thori) 
was a conflict, i think, in tho minils of 
the Bccoders from the procession, between 
tho requirements of thoir duty to tho 
Queen's representative and their duty to 
the Province on this particular occosion. 
I myself had no difficulty in deciding to 
ofTer proper rospoet to tho (Queen's ropre- 
scntativr, and to give u wulcome to a f^en- 
tlonian of high place ond distinction, 
without any sacrifico of duty to tho Pro- 
vineo, or abandonment of my own con- 
viction on railway, or other inattors. The 
tvro thinga we Rhsolntaly aiutliiot lift,.w 



mind ; but I do not presume to blame any 
other gentleman who may be unable to 
separate them. I ventuvo neverthe- 
less to say, io.^poctfully, that I 
think tho .socoders were wrong on 
a point of processional courtesy in 
leaving tho procession, bu'c I imagine that 
I thoroughly underatoo'd.their feelings and 
their action, aud accordingly the commit- 
teemen ill charge of tho road made 'mnie- 
diate arraugenionts with tho marshals 
that tho Boeedor.4 should resume their 
places in the procession after they had 
satisfied theniselvea by passing under 
their arch. There is no doubt that,thougU 
the secodera wero small iu number, muuy 
others in the procession sympathised with 
those gentlemen. It clearly was not auy 
common impulse of caprice or whim, or 
any blunt disregard of formality and 
usage that impelled tho secoders to aban- 
don the standards and marching ordorof 
their cwn societies, and to, make a poUti- 
cal demonstration contrary to ihb iin- 
yioldiug rules of these societies. Their 
feelings ovcrcamo their duty to their so- 
oiotios, and also, in my judgment, their 
duty as subjects on tlie particular oc(!a- 
sion; but as everything wont (jfV very well 
it would bo a mistake to make too much 
of the incident. Tho dang«r is that it 
will be magnified most unneeossarily 
abroad. The petty politicians and scrib- 
blers who ate the ourse o£ tbi& place have 
already got hold of it-r'fastening like flies 
on a bit of refuse— and will do their best 
to de^jrive the citizens of full credit for 
thoir great and successful exertions to 
give Lord DulVerin a good reception in 
Viotoriii. jMy notion is that there are 
times for all things — times for business 
and times for courtesies. Tho cijti y of 
tho Gov'e'rnor- General ilito tho city was 
not a politi(^al occasion and, iu my ojiin- 
ioii, no political deiiionstratioii should 
have been made. Ko luueh with respect 
to the populiii- view ni the matter. As 
regards tlio uction of the ( lovernor-Goii- 
oral, I only know by common talk that 
His ExQ^il^noy's first Vfiah on hearing 
about the motto was that ho might see 
the gentlemen who had put it up, so that 
ho could oxjiress to them his extromo re- 
grot that the wording of tho motto iib-o- 
lutoly prevented him, on an ollicial pas- 
sago through tho city, from going 
under tho beautiful arch which they 
had erected at so much expense 
and trouble. Had Hia Excellonoy been 
able to do so — which timo did not per- 
mit — the present dilliculty might have 
been 'avoided, for thoso gentlemen — 
claiming properly a right to express their 
own opinions would probably have ad- 
mitted, on hearing His Excellency's ex- 
planation, thut ho was tbo host judge of 
what belonged to his own jiosition, and 
that it would not have boen kind on the 
part of any private citizens to have placod 
a visitor in a position which ho had .said 
would bo a faiso jiosition. It does not 
seem to mo to re<iuire much scope of in- 
tellect to understand that an otlioer pro- 
siding ovor Her Majesty's dominions in 
North America could not bo expected, on 
an oflicial occasion j to pass under an aroh 
bearing mottoes which distinctly advo- 
cated the disunion of thoso dominions. 
Some of us fear that it may bo neccs.sarv 
to ask tho Homo Government to separate 
us from Canada; but the proposal would 
be a very grave one, and our Legislature 
has not yet ovon considered it. At no' 
stage of the disoassiou that would accom- 
pany snch a proposal conld wa eziiect 
that the Qovomor-General should de- 
scend into the arena of our strugglinga, 
or do any act that could bo construed 
into an expression of opinion, or sanction 
on his part with resiicct to iuiy_ cliango in 
tho Settled policy of t!onfoderutiou adopt- 
ed by the Home Government. The peti- 
tion from onr Legislature is now before 
Lord Cdrn'arvdn, We have been tompor- 
ate and prudent hitherto, and my advice 
is that we be temperate and iirudeiit still. 
1 have good hopo that we may soon got 
througli our difficulties without ecubar- 
ra8smant. .XQt embarrass our friends is 
to destroy Onr opportunities. I decline 
to notieo.any Remarks about' 'Ih^; Sub- 
Committee on Geremonies and Pr,oces- 
sions. Wo did our best to carry out the 
wishes of the public and are happy that 
wo Biiccoeded so well and that there wero 
no accidents.

But after tho first exhibition tho band 
gave the doors of all hotels in Sau 
Francisco wero opened and thoir pa- 
tronago respectfully solicited. 

Tho April of lH7r) when i brought 
my band to Victoria they wero refused 
board in the Victoria restaurants. The 
excuse was that Indian boarders wonld 
ruin their busiucss. Tho Indians thoy 
despised liavo feasted at all tbo load- 
ing hotels of San FranoiHco, aud all 
the liroiuinont cities of tlio i'lust. Thoir 
patronage has boon courted. Invita- 
tions pour in on them, to attend water- 
ing places, picnics nnd carriage rides 
— all jilacos of ainuseninnt tliat; arc 
open for the gummor season givo tlio 
Indians a froo pass during Llioir atny 
iu tho city. 

Tbo grand Centennial procession of 
Now York city-took place on the even- 
ing of the'SrS of Jul^. Tho Indians 
wore assigned tlio post of honor of tho 
3rd division, which tlioy iicceptcJ and 
performed tho taslc with tho greatest 
of credit. Tho proeOHsioii was liftooii 
niiloB in length. No caiTiagqs allowed 
in the procession.' Both sides of tho 
lino of maroh was one solid mass of 
human boiugs crowded up to tho door- 
ways. Thousands of burning torches 
wore earned on lioth sides of tho pro- 
cession. I'lvery building was illumin- 
ated wifih vari-colored lights, aud do- 
'joratediwiJ.h,fl«gsi oLatll natiops. Eod 
tiro was burning on every corner 
building. Thousands of Roman can- 
dles luui rockets wore popping and 
bursting during the march, tilling tho 



was so very hot that several able-bodj- 
iod men wero comiaelled to leave the, 
line from fatigue. The Indians nnd 
ac|uawa carried their nxuskets and stood 
tho march like veterans, All along 
tho line of moroh they wero cheered 
and appldui^^s-- "In^pi^Blng through 
Fifth Aven'ue''tliG "ladies^ waved their- 
handkerchiefs and showered them with 
bpuquetSiofcthe choicest ikiadv i' j . 

The GoTeruor, Mayor, and all df 
the State and City olliciols reviewed 
the procession from a stand or» -Fiftp 
Avenue. When tho Indians passed 
the Mayor said : — "Tui; Indians are ti^e 
ONLY soi.uiuRs IN TUK i,iNE." A groat 
coinpliment,. coming from tho head of, 
the largest, the best drilled aad 
oquipped WiHtary organizatiocttn tljle' 
Uuitcil States. Tho Indians were tho 
bcbt feature in the procession. 

On the 7th of July tho Mayor aud 
Council gave tho Indiana a grand lo- 
coption dt the City Hall. Tho dele- 
gates of the Canadian press, membors 
of tho N. Y. press, and several of tho 
most prominent citizens of Now York 
were prnseiit. They received tho In- 
diana with the same honor they would 
have receiyed.a crown prince or a 
king. After the Mayor's reception at 
tlio City Hall oh invitation they visited 
the late A. T. Stewart's large dry 
goods house and a number of other 
premiaes and busincBs houses. Every- 
where tho Indians visited they wore 
well received. 

On th^lOth Of July they commenc- 
od nil engagement for one week at the 
Olympic Theatre on Broadway. They 
met with tho greatest success, making 
lui iininenae Lit, crowding the theatre 
from pit to dome. At the end of the 
week's engagement I was compelled 
to withdraw the band en account of 
tho hot weather. 

Ou Saturday, July 29th, wo sail for 
Londoi:. I will write you fml parti- 
culars. I have sent you papers. The 
Indians aro all well aud send their re- 
spects to all of their friends.
